Humans communicate by a set of sounds which carry meaning from the order in which they are placed and 
which vary from territory to territory, so that some humans find difficulty in communicating with others 
according to where they come from — if they have been raised in a different country and have not had 
special training. They have also invented a set of marks on paper which they use to represent these sounds 
and which you may often see them concentrating on. In these two ways they have developed their eyes and 
ears to a higher level of interpretation than ourselves, but in doing so they have lost the ability to gather 
much of the information which we continually do both from these and our other senses.

Two for the Open Road 
Mike Strutt looks at riding a bicycle made for two 


Riding a tandem is the best test of how well two people get on that anyone could devise. There you are, 
stuck with someone on a bike and sharing two pairs of pedals that must be turned together. Ian and Cathie 
Grout are still on good terms after covering thousands of miles on their tandem. How do they achieve 
harmony on a tandem? “You have to develop certain skills which aren’t normal cycling skills,” say Ian. 
“(O). I You have to let each other know what is going to happen next.” 


Cathie Grout, who is French and teaches French, says: “(74) . We started getting annoyed with 


each other when we were cycling recently, so we stopped to have a row. We suddenly realized we’d have 
to sort it out before we could continue the journey.” 
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Ian adds: “Tandems are wonderful things to ride when you know them well. There is something very 
satisfying about both of you putting energy into the same device.” (75) . When Cathie’s at the 
back, she’d like the back end of the bike to overtake the front. The end result is very good energy 
efficiency from both of us. 


Ian goes on: “It’s no good if one of you isn’t doing your share. You can tell when your partner isn’t having 
a good day ...” Cathie finishes his sentence for him: “(76) = 


Who becomes the “steersman” at the front, and who should be the “stoker” pedaling away the back? The 
Grouts say that the answer depends on temperament. “Going fast downhill and cornering at speed requires 
blind faith by the stoker,” Ian says. “(77) . The differences is that you have more control because 
you are part of the power being generated and you have a brake.” 


Holes in the road can be annoying for stokers, as Ian explains, “(78) . The steersman swerves to 
miss them, but at the back you don’t see them coming.” 


Stopping at junctions is a source of argument. Cathies explains why: “Ian tends to look and start off while I 
might still be looking and see a car coming, so I stop. (79) . That’s because, basically, he always 
thinks he’s right.” 


They have toured with the tandem in Britain, Europe and the United States, where they covered 600 miles 


in three weeks. Caties says: “(80) . In small towns people come and talk to you. You are regarded 
as rather strange people — but nice ones.” 
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
